to be antagonistic to the railroad in- 
terest he will spend ten million dollars 
on the Central of Georgia railroad, of 
which road he is the controlling factor, 
and that if ‘he improves his property, 
the other roads will have to do like- 
Wise. 

His address was impromptu and he 
took up statements of the leading 
speakers of the evening and defined 
his future attitude in this state. He 
complimented the people of the state 
upon the election of Hon. J. Brown to 
the @overnor’s chair, and said that he 
belMeved it would result in prosperity 
to the entire state. 

Mr. Harriman came to Augusta for 
health, and he says that he has gained 
back his health, and left tonight, he 
says, to get back to work. He went to 
Florence on a special train to catch the 
Coast Line for the north. 

“It's up to Georgia to raise the em- 
bargo,.“ he said. He only vouchsafed 
a promise of railroad extension in this 
State insofar as the attitude of the law 
end puwbkKe sentiment will justify.

FOR A BUSY DAY 


Railroad Magnate Was 
Guest of Atlantans. 


Says Business Men Should Co- 
operate With the Railroads. 
Saw Biggest Pile of Ballast 
in World From Top of the 
Candler’ Building. 


Imagine a man who owns and controls 
so many big railroads throughout thé 
country that he does not have to bother 
with calling its name correctly or to 


know its history. 

That is E. H. Harriman, the guest. of 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce on yes- 
terday, from the moment he emerged 
from his special train at the terminal 
station at 9 o’clock untli he left on this 
same train at 1:30 o’clock for Augusta, 
from whence he will go to Aiken, where 
he is spending this month. 

The fact that he does not have to 
bother about calling the name of his 
property in Georgia, the Central af Geor- 


gia, 
in his wrief address at the Piedmont 
hote] to the 500 or more business men 
who attended a reception to him there, 
when he said: “I have a little interest 
here in Georgia, ‘the Georgia Central 
railroad, which is, I believe, the oldest 
in your state, is it not, major”? turning 
to Major Hanson, the president of this 
road, standing by his side, then hur- 
riedly continuing, “Wel, anyhow, it 1s 
one of your oldest.’’ 

This Mttle statement gives, possibly, 
a keener insight into the wonderful hold 
he has on the rallroads of the country 
than anything else, wheh he can refer 
to the Central of Georgia system, à 
power in Georgia and Alabama, as “a 
little interest.“ and does not have to 
cal! it like the rest of the people who 
heard and applauded him.

Mr. Harriman was taken through his 
brief stay in Atlanta in a rush. He 
was met at the terminal station and es- 
corted to a waiting automobile and with 
the other members of the committee 
‘following, ‘wae rushed all over the city 
for an hour and a half, stopping only 
once.during the trip, and that was at 
an apartment house on Hast Sixth street 
to see his great-niece, the little daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Van Rensselaer, 
whose grandmother is a sister of the 
railroad magnate; back to the Piedmont 
hotel, where he was gfven an 
impromptu reception. and where he 
met ‘some ffive hundred of At- 
Janta’s leading citizens, and thence 
across, the etreet to the Candler builld- 
ing, and given a dird's-eye view of the 
city from its top, thence escorted to 
the Manufacturers and Mechanica! Club 
on the seventeenth floor of the building, 
where a small luncheon was served to 
Mr. Harriman, his party and the com- 
mittee on entertainment accompanying 
him. and from there to his train, which 
he boarded and rushed back to Augusta. 

To all interviewers Mr. Harriman turn- 
ed a deaf ear when it came to matters 
of business or the affirmation or dental 
of rumors. 

“J am in the south in search of sun- 
shine. I have found it and am feeling 
much better. I make it a practice never 
to affirm or deny a rumor, and ag my 
trip is purely one of pleasure I don't 
care to discuss business at all.“

tion, and in a very few moments after 
the party arrived he appeared from his 
private car, No. 1900, of the Southern Pa- 
one road.

Associated with Mr. Hawley 
purehase of Chesapeake and Ohio are 
Frank Trumbull, who is soon to retire 
from the presidency of the Colorado 
and Southern railway, recently sold by 
inte Hawley to the Chicago, Burlington 
an Quincy road. and F. W. Scott, of 
Scott & Stringfellow, bankers, at Rich- 
mond, Va. The price paid for the Kuhn, 
Loeb holdings is not disclosed, but is 
believed to be about $60 a share. The 
stock was very active in today’s mar- 
ket, selling as Migh as 65, and closing 
at 63 5-8. 

Chesapeake 


and Ohio owns and op- 
erates through lease about 1,850 miles 
of road. Its chief points of contact 
are from Newport News, Va., and Wash- 
ington, D. C., to Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville, with numerous branch lines, 
History of the Road.

SUICIDE TRIED 


BY YOUNG WIFE 


Shoots Self at Corner of 
‘Peachtree and My. 


Ambulance Is 3 and 
Mrs. R. B. Wallace, of Ma- 
con, Ga., Is Taken to Grady 
Hospital—She Will Recover 
From Her Injuries. 


Alone and without warning, and with. 
in fifteen paces of two detectivés who 
had just passed her on the street, Mrs. 
R. B. Wallace, 22 years of age, a beau- 
tiful and styltshly dressed young wom- 
an, of Macon, Ga, shot and painfully 
wounded herself last night at 8:15 
o’clock in the entrance to the S. D. 
Mullinax Grocery Company, at 345 
Peachtree street. 

Detectives Lockhart and Roberts, wh) 
had just stepped from a Peachtree car 
and were walking toward Forrest ave- 
nue, heard a shot and a loud screain. 

They had seen Mrs. Wallace standing 
in the door as they passed, and, remem- 
bering, rushed back to the grocery store 
and found the young woman tying on 
her side in the entrance, gasping for 
breath. Sne was conscious, and told tne 
detectives she had tried to kill herself, 
and pointed out the revolver. It was 


‘la 32-caliber. 


The Grady hospital ambulance was 
summoned, tout before it came an auto- 
mobile passed, and its owner volunteer- 
ed to carry Mrs. Wallace to the hospital. 
The detectives lifted her into the ton- 
neau and“ she was rushed to the oper- 
ating table. 

It was found that the bullet did not 
penetrate the abdominal cavity as was 
at first feared, and the attending phy- 
sicians state ghe will recover. 

Mrs. Wallace never lost consciousness, 
and called the detectives by name when 
they approached her prostrate forns 
She said that she had tried to kill her- 
self, but would not explain her motive. 

Mrs. Wallace is a beautiful young 
woman of the brunette type, with mgsses 
of brown hair and pretty brown eyes. 
She was neatly dressed in a dark suit, 
and wore a picture hat. Nine car- 
tridges were found in ner purse. 

Mrs. Wallace is the daughter of Mrs. 
C. E. Bennett, of 715 Market street, 
Macon. Before the operation she 
stated that she had two little children 
and that her husband was living. She 
said that she had just arrived in At- 
lanta from Chattanooga, Tenn. Fear- 
ing that the shock would prove too 
great for her mother, Mrs. Bennett was 
not notified of her daughter’s condition, 
There had been tunpleas#nt relations 
between husband and wife for some time 
and they were separated. 

Mrs. Wallace was questioned at the 
hospital by Miss Annie Bridges, acting 
superintendent, and gave her name as 
Mrs. R B. Wallace, and said she lived 
with her mother, Mrs. C. E. Bennett, 
at 715 Market street, Macon. She gaid 
she had two little children. 

When asked as to the motive for her 
act, Mrs. Wallace sald: Oh, I don't 
know. My husband has been away.” 


Separated: from Husband. 


Macon, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Wallace is a daughter of Mrs. C. 
B. Moore. For some time there has 
been unpleasant relations between hus- 
band and wife and they have lived 
apart. This is the only Treason known 
here for an attempt at suicide.

Madison, Wis., January 26.—If United 
States Senator Isaac Stephenson holds 
the strength he exhibited today, in sep- 
arate branches of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature, he will be elected in joint as- 
sembly tomorrow to succeed himself for 
a full term. Senator Stephenson re- 
ceived 60 votes in the assembly, and 
12 in the senate, or a total vote of 72. 
In the assembly 16 members voted 
blank, and in the senate 16 were count- 
ed as present, but not voting. It re- 
quires 67 votes in joint assembly to 
elect. It was said tonight that several 
members of the assembly voted for 
Stephenson today under pressure, and 
that an effort would like be made to 
have them withdraw their support to- 


morrow. 

Sensations were numerous, especially 
in the upper branch of the legislature 
today. Shortly after convening, Senator 
Husting, in speaking of the fOint resolu- 
tion to investigate the senatorial pri- 
mary, said: 

“Can you use the cloak of t pri- 

mary to debauch the electorate? was 
a matter of cammon knowledge that 
nothing but money entered into the elec 
tion campaign last summer, and that 
money won.“ 
On top of Senator Husting’s speech 
came Senator Blaine, with the filing of 
16 specie charges accusing Senator 
Stephenson of the improper use of mon- 
ey in the primary, naming the sum as 
in excess of -@106,000, and approx!mat- 
ing €250,000. Senator Blaine followed 
the presentation of his charges by 
speaking to the subject, The purchase 
of a United States senatorship,” and 
he proposed to show that it was pur- 
chased by corruption, bribery and fraud. 
He followed his attack by offering a 
substitute investigation resolution in 
place of the Husting measure, which 
differed in that it provided immunity 
from arrest for all who may testify to 
the committee of bribery, but not im- 
munity for perjury... This resotution was 
adopted by the senate at the late aft- 
ernoon session.

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BILL FOR CREATION 
OF WATERWAYS BOARD 


And Another for an Issue of 
$500,000,000 to Improve 
Waterways. 


Washington, January 26.—A step to- 
ward the carrying out of the plans 
agreed upon by the recent waterways 
conference, in this city, was taken to- 
day, when Representatives Ransdell, of 
Louisiana; Moore, of Pennsylvania; 
Shirley, of Kentucky, and Bartholdt, of 
Missouri, jointly dntroduced a bill for 
the creation of a waterways commis- 
sion, and another for the issue of $500.,- 
000,000 for the improvement of water- 
ways, 

The former bill provides that the 
commission shall consist of four repre- 
sentatives, selected by the speaker, and 
seven others, to be appointed by the 
presideat, of whom two shall be mem- 
bers of the engineer corps of the navy; 
two civil engineers; Wo citizens of ex- 
perience in transportation, and one other 
citigen. 

The members’ term ia fixed at three 
years, and the salary of those not in 
the employ of the government at $4,000 
per annum. This commission is to in- 
vestigate problems of water transpor- 
tation, and make recommendations to 
congress. 

The bond bill limits the amount to be 
issued in any fiscal year to $50,000,000. 
The bonds are made redeemable ten 
years from the date of their issue, and

From Steel Trust. 


Absorption of Southern Con- 
cern by Steel Combine Puts 
Senate in Quandary—Report 
Will Be Made as to Authori- 
ty of President. 


Washington, January 26.-—That the 
genate has no right to call upon Pres- 
ident Roosevelt for informetion which 
he may have obtained from the United 
States Steel Corporation, when he ooun- 
tenanced that concern’s absorption of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, 
fs the opinion of the spectal committee 
on judiciary appointed to investigate the 
merger. The situation ig proving de- 
cidedly embarrassing to the judiciary 
committee, but regardless of this fast 
it has been deolded to proceed with the 
inquiry amd report to the senate 
whether the president had authority to 
permit the merger. 
What Benaparte Did. 

When the committee called upon At- 
torney General Bonaparte to appear be- 
tore M at a recent meeting a reply was 
received declining the invitation. This 
mutation was not made public. It 1s 
now known that Mr. Bonaparte directe4 
the committee’s attention to the aot to 
establish the department of commerce 
and labor and argued that it is a dar 
to any demand for such information 38 
ithe preskient may have acquired con- 
cerning the necessity for the absorp- 
tion of the Tennessee concern. Under 
that act the commissioner of corpora- 
tions ls empowered to gather from cor- 
porations engaged in interstate oom- 
merece such data and information as will 
enable the president to make recom- 
mendations to congress for regulation. 
This provision of the law concludes as 
lows: 

“And the tmformation so obtained, or 
as much thereof as the president may 
direct, shall be made public.“ 

Data Given by Frick. 

The data supplied to the president by 
Judge E. H. Gary and H. T. Frick as 
to the necessity for the merger, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bonaparte, comes within 
this clause of the commerce and labor 
act. Without this information it ig dif- 
ficult for the committee to proceed. 

Although several meetings have been 
held, the judiciary committee hae not 
been able to decide upom any course 
of procedure which would not seem to 
threaten a quarrel with the president. 
There is a disposition upon the part 
of the majority of the members of the 


committee to proceed with the inquiry, 
although no program hes been ar- 
ranged. 

The suggestion has been made that 
all of the information required could be 
given by Messrs. Frick and Gary, but 
no decision to subpoena these men has 
been reached.

RUDOWITZ IS HELD 
BY THE UNITED STATES 


Secretary Root Refuses to Turn 
the Man Over to 


Russia. 


Washington, January 26.—Christian 
Ridowitz, whose extradition on charges 
of murder, arson and other crimes Was 
demanded by the Ruesian government, 
and involving counter contentions that 
the offenses were in furtherance of 2 
political movement, will not be extra- 
dited. This decision was announced t0- 
day by Secretary of State Root. 

In effect, the extradftion of Rudowltz 
was refused because the offense charged 
comes umder the general prohibition 
against extradition in the treaty with 
Russia, which declares that if it be 
made to appear that extradition is 
sought with the view to try or punish 
for an Offense of a political characte-, 
surrender shall not take place. Tho 
testimony taken in the case by United 
States Commissioner Foote, at Chicago, 
it was held, upholds the view taken by 
the department, though the commis- 
stoner upheld the Russian government’s 
demand. 

The decision followed a thorough in- 
vestigation of the case by the govern- 
ment, a hearing at Chicago before 
United States Commissioner ote and 
review of his decision by thé state de- 
partment. 

Action by the secretary, ft is said, 
does not establish any precedent, as the 
question was regarded at the depart- 
ment as simply whether or not the case 
was one calling for extradition for an 
offense against the law or whether et 
was one of a political character. 

Rudowitz was an acknowledged mem- 
ber of the social democratic labor 
party, a Russian revolutionary party, 
with branches in all parts of tiie world, 
whose avowed purpose is the Improve- 
ment of political conditions in the Rus- 
sian empire. He is charged with hav- 
ing murdered or participated in the 
murder of a man, his wife and a mar- 
ried daughter in Courland, one of the 
three Baltic provinces, in 1906. The 
next year he came to the United States 
and went west. At the hearing in Chi- 
cago testimony was offered both by 
Rudowitz and hig witnesses that the 
order for killing these persons was is- 
sued on the ground that they were 
spies. 8

report to the house on the Weeks bill, 
having the creation of these reserves in 
view.

the proposed reserves, 

Three Sponsors for Bill. 


The bill. was drafted by Representa- 
tives Weeks of Masschusetts; Currier 
of New Hampshire, and Lever of South 
Cerolina, and is agreeable to nearly all 
the advocates of the reserves. 

The bill authorizes the secretary of 
agriculture for the protection of water 
Sheds of navigable streams to adminis- 
ter and protect, for a number of years, 
private forest lands upon any water- 
shed, “whereon lands may be per 
manently reserved, held or administered 
as national forest lands.” It is provided 
that no timber shall be cut or re- 
moved from these lands except under 
regulations approved by the “ecretary.

Another provision is that all m 
received from public lands by the Du 
ed States shall be set aside for the ac- 
quirement of lands located on water- 
sheds, and that a commission, to be 
known as the national forest reserva- 
tion commission, shall be appointed to 
consider and pass upon lands recom- 
mended by the secretary of agriculture 
for purchase “for the regulation of the 
flow of navigable stkeams.’’ This com- 
mission would consist of the secretary 
of the interior, secretary of war and 
secretary of agriculture, one senator 
and one member of the house. 

Still another provision is that 25 per 
cent of the money received from each 
of the national forests created under 
this act shall be paid to the state in 
which the forest is located, for the bene- 
fit - the public schools and public 
roads.

Pending final adjudication, the 2-cent 
passenger rate will obtain in the state 
of Virginia, in accordance with the con- 
tract made between the governor and 
the state officials and the railroads 
some time ago. The decision of the 
court today, in refusing to grant the 
appeal, was on the ground that the 
roads had not complied With the laws 
of the state by making the application 
within the prescribed one year provided 
by the legislation.

IN THE WHITE HOUSE 


So Gambling in Products of 
the Soil May Be 
Suppressed.

Washington, January 26.—The evils 
attending gambling in the products of 
the soll by the sale of futures on the 
exchanges was the subject of a pas- 
sionate speech delivered by Senator 
Jeff Davis in the United States senate 
today. Mr. Davie advocated the pas- 
sage of a bill introduced by him to 
penalize the use of the malls, the 
telegraph or the telephone for the pur- 
pose of conveying gambling proposi- 
tions between buyer and seller. 

After advocating the passage of this 
measure, Mr. Davis denounced what he 
declared to be evils of the “money 
power,” and incidentally touched upon 
the policy of maintaining a protective 
tariff as a part of a system which ne 
declared was for the suppression of 
the rights of the people. 

Picturing conditions in Rome at the 
t'me of Julius Caesar, he described the 
death of Caesar as the price of Caesar's 
love and service for the poor, declar- 
ing: 

“Would to God we had a Caesar in 

the white house today.” 
He spoke especially of the baneful et- 
fects of the sale of futures on the price 
of cotton, although his bil) had referenee 
to all products of the soll. 

The transactions on the New York ex- 
change, he said, involve speculation on 
ten times as much cotton as is actually | 
produced in the south, 

These exchanges, he insisted, gO com- 
pletely fix the price of cotton that the 
smallest farmer, when he carries his 
product to market, is told that the pur- 
chaser must consult the exchange before 
he buys it. When gambling in cotton is 
destroyed, he said a better price could 
be obtained for the cotton of the south. 


GOT WIFE ON ’PHONE 
AND SHOT HIMSELF 


Wambold Called Up Wife So 
She Could Hear the 
Shot. 


New York, January 26.—Peter Wam- 
bold shot himself dead in a telephone 
booth in a Brooklyn drug store last 
night, after calling up his wife and 
instructing her to listen for the shot. 

“I am going to kill myself, as I can't 
stand things any longer,” he said over 
the telephone. A moment later a shot 
rang out, and Wambold rolled from the 
booth, dead. There was a bullet wound 
in his right temple. Mrs. Wambold 
said that she could not explain her 
husband's action, but that he wag de- 
spondent recently after receiving’ a 
letter from a brother in Germany. 
Three letters found in the dead man's 
pockets, two addressed to relatives 
Abroad and one to an insurance com- 
pany, were not opened.

However much we may be inclined to indulge the hope and belief that the 
Georgia peach will escape the climatic dangers which beset it, it cannot be 
questioned that the pessimist has a powerful ally in the fact that more than 
one Georgia peach crop has come to grief through unseasonable and untimely 
weather. 

The belief is ‘munch a matter of temperament, as the fate of the peach is 
one of temperature. 

With some it has come to be second nature to kill the peach crop from 
one to three times a season in predictions. 

And prediction is founded upon almost every unusual weather state 
that makes its appearance. 

But the weather conditions of the past week are more than unusual; 
they are extraordinary. They are those of spring, with spring yet two 
months off. 

So genlal an atmosphere, if sufficiently persistent, cannot fail to winnow 
the blossom from the bud and expose the e fruit a prey to ther- 
mometrieal deviltry. 

It is readily accepted that the fruit is not 306 hurt, but every additional 


day of this April in January brings it nearer to the danger line. 


The destruction of the Georgia peach crop this year would be more than 
an ordinary calamity. The growérs experienced a scant season in 1907, 
followed by one of bounteous plenty in 1908. Fmancially, neither was a 
good year, generally speaking. With the organization of the Georgia Fruit 
Exchange, and the prospective systematic and advantageous marketing of 
the 1909 crop, they are naturally looking forward to a season of splendid re- 
sults, however plentiful the product. 

They have earned and are entitled to a splendidly successful year, and 
only Providence can stand in the way of its achievement. 

We shall continue to hope, therefore, with all the earnestness and en- 
thusiasm of an ardent advocate of the Georgia peach, as well as a friend 
and promoter of the growing industry, that Providence will play it no un- 


seemly pranks.

Six acres are devoted to the scientific breeding of 
all varieties of chickens Object-lesson conspires with text-book in show- 
ing the student the money-value of this unpretentious occupation, and the 
proved short-cuts which give us a handicap over the man of yesterday. 
The test of productiveness, of usefulness, of adaptability to economic 
environment, is the measure of the success of the negro race today, the 
prophecy of its status tomorrow. By the same practical and merciless gauge 
the white man, throughout history, has vindicated his right to existence and 
progress. The negro shquid, and can, ask no more and no less. 

Insignificant, as it seems, this one item of the poultry industry offers a 
“door of hope' to the negro infigitely more spacious and prevalent than the 
glowing academic theories of those who do not know him in the concrete. 
Recently, The Constitution published an editorial retailing the millions 
of dollars annually spent by America for eggs. The larger part of that sum 
goes west and east. The south contributes lavishly. Much, if not all, of 
this money should be kept in the south, where conditions for its profitable 
prosecution are ideal and universal. And that, of course, is only one phase 
of poultry enterprises. px 

Other vocations, characterized by infinite practicability and touching 
the daily needs of the teeming millions of America, are accessible to the 
negro of thrift and initfative. Wherever he becomes a producer of those 
tangible things that people must have; wherever he ministers to the dining 
table and the substantial requirements of life's routine; wherever he be 
comes a sensible, energetic and law-abiding owner of land and estimable 
property—he caters to a market that will ever invite him; that will never 
ask the color of his skin, and he himself cooperates in the simplifying of a 
problem that he only can eventually solve.

A Six-Acre Poultry Yard. 
(From The Montgomery Journals 
Tuskegee, Ala —It may not be gener- 
ally known,“ nevertheless it 10 a fact, 
that what js undoubtedly the largest 
and most complete poultry yard tn the 
southern states is located at Tuskegee 

institute in Alabam 

After a number oF experiments the 
Tuskegee institute has solved the 
problem of raising poultry in large 
quantities right here in the heart of 
the south. 

A visit to the poultry yaré at Tuske- 
gee will reveal some very interesting 
facts. About six acres are comprised in 
the yard. N ta divided up in various 
departments, and altogether there are 
some fourteen rune for the chickens so 
that each different breed of fowl has a 
separate place or field. eo that the 
broods are not mixed. The whole yard 
fs inclosed in a high wire fence of 
good, substantflal quality. Altogether 
there are thirteen houses of different 
kinds in the yard. These are used orin- 
cipally for shelter and for training 
purposes. 

The yard fe located on a high, attrac- 
ttve hill, and everything in conrection 
with it is kept in a meat and attractive 
condition. The houses and fences are 
kept constentiy and neativ whitewash - 
ed so that from a stance the yard 
presents a most picturesque as woll as 
pleasing appearance. 

The problem of keeping insects away 
from the fowls has been completsly 
solved, mainly through the use of 
whitewash and persistently followine 
the policy of keeping everything about 
the yard scrupulously clean, The per- 
centage of deaths among the fowls 106 
very small—in fact, eo smal! this Win- 
ter that it has almost amounted to 
nothing. 

The fnendator system of hatching 
chickens is used almost exclusively, 
and the Tuskegee institute people have 
learned that thev can hatch chickens 
better in the late fall and winter 
months than at any other season. Thev 
have a large up-to-date incubator 
house in which at the present time 
there are fourteen incubators, and in 
these incubators, all told, there are 
some four or five thousand eggs. Al- 
most every day new chickens are 
hatched out. 

Just now the most Interesting sight 
in connection with this vard is the 
brooder house in which One finds some 
3.000 chickens ranging mm size from 
those that are one day old up to those 
that are ready to go on the table. The 
sight of these thousands of chickens 
in this brooder house alone will repav 
one for a visit to this up-to-date pou!- 
try yard. 

Altogether there are between four 
and five thousand fowls of all kinds on 
the yard. William B. Williams, who 1: 
in charge of the poultry establishment, 
is a graduate of the Tuskegee insti- 
tute. 

At the Tuskegee institute a number 
of boys are not only receiving training 
in the scientific and intelligent raising 
of poultry, but quite a number of girls 
are being taught the same industry, 
and they take to this training most 
readily. 

We wish very much that a larger pro- 
portion of families in Alébama might 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
visit this poultry yard right in our 
midst. 

At the Tuskegee institute the probiem 
of raising poultry in the south success 
fully in large quantities has been solv- 
ed, and there is no reazon why we 
should send large sums of money out 
of the state for poultry when i can be 
raised successfully at home,

VETERANS SOON 


Full Payment to Be Made 
Probably on Monday. 


Commissioner Lindsey Expects 
| to Get Warrant From Gov. 
‘Smith Tomorrow for Nearly 
a Million—Will Mail Checks 
Friday or Saturday. 


On next Monday, February l, probably 
every veteran and widow of veteran 
in the state, entitled to it by law, will 
be able to draw his or her pension 
from the state in one lump sum. 

That is the presgnt aim of Pension 
Commissioner John W. Lindsey, and 80 
far es can now be seen there is noth. 
ing to prevent the plan going through 
with a rush. 

There will be no waiting, no quarterly 
payments, not even scattered payments 
dragging through a month or six weegs, 
as used to be the case, but the state 
will, in a single dey, scatter broadcast 
among the pensioners approximately 
$1,000,000. 

Commissioner Lindsey has completed 
his lists now, with the exception of 
three counties. He hopes to ve the 
Hsts of applicants from the ordinaries 
of these counties by today’s mail, but 
if not, he will not let their delay in- 
terfere with hig plans. 

He wil apply to Governor Smith to- 
morrow for a warrant on the treasury 
to pay practically every pensioner in 
the state. This warrant will be for 
almost the entire appropriation of 8950, 
000. If any of the three counties fall 
to get their reports in by tomorrow 
morning, they will have to wait. 

As soon as the warrant is issued, 
Commissioner Lindsey will ask Treas- 
urer Park to issue checks on the treas- 
ury, which is now in sufficient funds to 
meet the payment, in favor of each 
ordinary in the state, the amount of 
the check to cover all the pensions due 
in each county. 

These checks will be mailed on Friday 
and Saturday, and by Monday should be 
in the hands of every ordinary in Geor- 


gia. 

All the ordinary has to do is to de- 
posit the check in his local bank and 
issue individual checks to the pensioners, 
so that by Monday all the old soldiors 
and widows in the state who call at he 
ordinary’s offfte ought to have their 
pension money in their pockets. 

This marks the return to the annual 
lump sum payment, over which there 
will, mo doubt, be much rejoicing among 
the pensioners.

The governor's proclamation relating to the books to be used in the com- 
mon schools of the state for the next five years is as follows: 


Whereas. the general assembly passed an act, approved August 13, 


1903, 


creating a state school book commission and providing for the use in the public 
schools of this state a uniform series of text-books, and 

Whereas, the said state school book commission, in pursuance of the duties 
and powers conferred upon it, did adopt, and, through its duly constituted 
authority, contracted with the publishers to supply, for the period of five years

Large Pardon Docket. 


The prison commission has pending 
before it for consideration next month 
one of the largest pardon dockets in 
its history. There are some 150 appli- 
cations for pardon, commutation and 
parole pending for hearing, and to get 
through with them al] means several 
weeks of hard work. 

The agitation of last year produced a 
state of unrest among the convicts, 
and then, too, recent investigations 
have led to a larger number of pardons 
than usual, a fact which has excited 
the hopes of other convicts and led 
them to apply for. clemency. 

The prison commission, however, wiil 
not be able to begin the hearing of 
these cases until after February 4, as 
it will take it until that time to get 
through with hearings relative to 
tracts of land offered the state for a 
prison farm. 

The parole system has not yet been 
put into practice, but the commission 
is preparing a circular containing in- 
formation relative to the law, and 
within a short time now will be ready 
to consider and act upon applications 
under this. law.

Governor Smith yesterday offered a 
reward of 8100 for the arrest of the 
unknown person who wrote an anony- 
mous letter to Alex Ross, of Pike 
county, threatening to burn his prop- 
erty and that of other citizens.

It was ag a result of this official action 
that Mr. Ross received a letter from 
some unknown person telling him that 
he had better be careful or his home, 
the school houses of the county and 
other buildings “would go up in 
emoke.”

COTTON ADVANCES 
10 TO .15 POINTS 


Smaller Estimate for Today’s 
Receipts and Better Spot 
Demand in South. 


New York, January 26.—The cotton 
market recovered most of its recent 
loss during today’s trading, with the 
close very steady at a net advance of 
10@!15 points. Sales were estimated at 
250,000 bales. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 7 
points in response to encouraging ca- 
bles, and, while prices eased off to a 
net loss of about 304 points right 
after the opening, under a renewal of 
liquidation and local bear pressure, big 
buying orders were encountered on the 
Gecline, and prices soon advanced 
sharply. There was more aggressive 
support from some of the large spot 
houses, people who had sold out long 
cotton last week appeared to be re- 
buying, and early sellers turned for 
cover. Trading was less active after 
an advance of 9@10 points, but the un- 
dertone continued verv firm, and prices 
gradually worked up to a net gain of 
1217 points. March sold at 9.74, or 
within 2 points of Saturday’s high rec. 
ord, and the clase was within a point 
or two of the top. A smaller estimate 
for tomorrow's receipts at Houston, re- 
ports of steady interior holders and 
talk of a better spot demand in the 
south were factors in the advance, 
Which in itself ired confidence 
among local bulls. urope and the 
south were buyers here. A dispatch 
from Washington said there was no 
basis for rumors that the census bu- 
reau would issue: a correction re- 
ducing the figures on ginning to Jan- 
uary 16. Southern spot markets re- 
ported early were I!-!6c lower to 1-16 
higher.

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CONSOLIDATED GAS 
MAKES A BIG SLUMP 


Stock Dropped Over 9 Points 
After the Annual Report 
Was Made Public. 


New York, January 26—The epecia! 
influence which governed the wide 
movements in a handful] of stocks to- 
day were conflicting in their sympa- 
thetic effect on the genera] list, or, 
more properly, had a neutralising ef- 
fect, which aggravated tne dullness of 
the trading. Dealings were at the point 
of stagnation, between the occasional 
Spurts of moderate activity. The most 
influential movement in its general. ef- 
fect was that in Consolidated Gas, in 
which a renewal of liquidation was 
prompted by the publicatlon of the an- 
nual report and the pessimistic opinion 
expressed in official utterances accom. 
panying it ot the earning power of the 
company under the legal restriction to 
80 cents of the price of gas. The im- 
pression was conveyed of à necessary 
demonstration of the low earning 
power to open the way to any possible 
new appeal for judicial relief from the 
provision of the law. The price of the 
stock dropped pprecipitately over 9 
points to a lower level than was touch- 
ed in the slump following the decision 
of the supreme court against the com- 
rany. The unsettling effect of so con- 
siderable decline was manifest in the 
general list, and prices declined quite 
comprehensively. The cessation of the 
urgent liquidation in Consolldated Gas, 
while it opened the way to some price 
recovery, left a market chiefly remark- 
able for its neglected condition. The 
desire to await the appearance of the 
quarterly report of the wnited States 
Steel Corporation was a factor in the 
latter dullness. It was known that this 
report would not appear until after 
the close of the stock market, and the 
fear that it might contain some un- 
pleasant surprises made operators wary 
about extending their commitments. 
Railroad deal rumors showed vitality, 
and furnished the principal points of 
strength in the market. Chesapeake 
and Ohio passed into the hands of the 
interests which but lately marketed 
successfully the control of the Colorado 
and Southern, and, as the negotiation 
was made with the banking house 
which had taken over the Pennsylvania 
holdings of this stock, it was inferred 
that the Southern trunk line situation 
would not be disturbed by the new con- 
trol, while assurances of moro liberal 
policy in the distribution of profits also 
helped the advance in the stock. At 
the same time the rumor of the coming 
control of the Wabash by the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western sprang 
into new life, and was effective in lift- 
ing the preferred stock and the re- 
funding bonds of the Wabash to a 
higher level. Atchison made a favor- 
able response to the showing of in- 
creased net earnings for December 
compared with a year ago, although 
the advantage was achieved by reduc- 
tion in operating cost, the gain in 
gross earnings proving insignificant. 
The weekly gross earnings of railroads 
for January now coming to hand are 
oqccasioning remark by reason of the 
moderate betterment shown over Jan- 
uary of last year, a month when the 
depression of the railroad industry had 
come into full effect. The feeling ot 
depression over the rate of business re- 
covery was voiced by the chairman of 
the St. Louls and San Francisco ex- 
ecutive committee with some specu- 
lative sympathy. The resumption of 
dividends at a & per cent rate by the 
North American Company would have 
incited to some buying of stocks in a 
more favorable state of the speculative 
temper. As it was, it fell flat along 
with othen developments of the day. 
Money continued to work easier in this 
market, but London was somewhat 
sensitive to a suggestion of renewea 
inquiry for gold there on behalf of 
Paris. Foreign markets are uneasy 
Over the Balkans situation, and there 
was a balance of sales over purchases 
of stocks for London account in New 
York.
